Addressing the official dele¬ 
gations ot 116 countries at the 
inaugural session of Habitat— 
the world conference on 
human settlemwits — Wald- 
Nntm said that white the 
world community could assist 
in solving these problems. 
"intematkRial assistance can 
only serve to supplement na¬ 
tional aeflon.'** 

’’Ckrvemmenis must accept 
the challenge laid dmvn by 
the conditions that exist today 


and by the awesome demands 
of the future." he said. 

"After this conference, each 
government mwt decide the 
priority it will give to its 
human settlement problems 
and the ungem with which it 
will undertake^the sear^ for 
solutions." 

He said the United Nations’ 
global review of human settle¬ 
ment conditions prior to the 
beginning of the two^week 
conference had found that 
one-third or more of the 
urban population of the devel¬ 
oping world lives in slum and 
squatter settlements. 

A large percentage had no 
iMnning water and more than 
. half of these people had no 
electricity. 

This Is in addition to the 
problems that face virtually . 
all settlements in the world—

OTTAWA (UPI) — Cana¬ 
da’s 2,200 air traffic con- 
trdlera voted to accept the 
government’s contract offer 
Monday and called off their 
nationwide strike set to begin 
at midnight EDT. 

J. M. LivingsUm, president 
of the Canadian Air Traffic 
C^n^llers Association, said 
menibers voted an over- ^ 


whelmingly 70.2 per cent in 
favor of the government con¬ 
tract. 

"RatificatiiMi averts a strike 
that had been authorized to 
begin at 2359 hours Monday," 
Livingston said. 

The govmvnent contract 
provides for an U per c«it 
acnoaa the board increase. 

This would give senior 
air traffic oontrollers a 92.400 
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a year increase on their 
current 123,000 a year sa¬ 
laries. The average salary for 
CATCA members under the 
old contract was 916,000 an¬ 
nually. 

It would also modify-its pre¬ 
vious position on the apHx>mt- 
ment of Montreal Lawyer 
John Keenan to head a puUic 
inquiry into questions of bilin¬ 
gualism and safety in air traf¬ 
fic duties. 

Livingston said the govern¬ 
ment's offer assured CATCA 
that Keenan would look into 
■'every aspect" of air traffic 
control safety relating to the 
use of French at some aii^ 
ports in Quebec.

The race times of those 
yachts must be adjusted to 
allow for their time out of the 
race. 

Results will not be . final 
until after protest hearings 
June 12.

ment," Trudaau said. 

But lie said man had to 
learn bow to combat "the per¬ 
sistant resurgence of custom 
and tradition’’ which stand to 
block their use. 

"Mankind has a technical 
and mechanical heritage 
which is extraofdinarily rich, 
but which is ntlsunderstood. 
mismanaged and poorly uti¬ 
lized." he said. 

Trudeau said it was clear 
if man hoped to survive he 
must learn to socialize more 
and learn to live with one 
another. 

■We will thus have not only 
to tolerate <Hie another, but to 
love one another in a way 
wliich will r^uire of us an 
unprecedented destre to 
change ourselves." he said. 
"Such a change will be more 
drastie than a major mutation 
of our species."

Peppery Martha dead 


NEW YORK (AP) 
Martha Mitchell, a small-town 
girl who became a peppery 
personality in the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration and later its 
noisy critic, died alone Mon¬ 
day of a rare and painful 
form of cancer. 

Mrs. MitcheU. 57. who had 
added piquance to the political 
world with her late-night 
telephone calls to the press 
and her shoot-from-the-hip 
opinions on everything from 
communism to dirty pditics, 
died at Sloan-Kettering Me¬ 
morial Cancer Centre of 
cancer of the bone marrow'. 

.^The estranged wife of 
former U.S. attorney-general 
John Mitchell, she was admit¬ 
ted to the centre Sunday for 
treatment of mascive internal 


bleeding, a complication of 
the cancer— multiple myelb- 
ma. 

Dr. Laus Mayer, her phys¬ 
ician. said Mis. Mitchell "real¬ 
ly wanted to live. She wets a 
brave woman." He said she 
contracted the disease about 
18 months ago and knew it 
was incurable, "but we were 
hopeful of remisskm with 
treatment." 

On Saturday, he said. Mrs. 
Mitchell was alert and con¬ 
versant, but she took a sud¬ 
den snd surprising turn for 
the worse. 

Multiple myeloma is a 
breakd^Ti of antibodies that 
leaves the bones very brittle 
and susceptibla to fracture. 

The Mitchells were sepacftt' 
ed in 1973. Mrs. Mitchell is 
survived by a son. Jay Jen¬ 


nings. a researcher for a U.S. 
Senate subcommittee, and a 
daughter. Marty, who attends 
a private school in Connec¬ 
ticut. 

At his wife’s insistence, Mit¬ 
cheU resigned from Richard 
Nixon’s re-election committee 
in 1972 as the Watergate scan¬ 
dals brewed. 

An eccentric gadfly. Mrs. 
MitcheU delivered opiniom on 
the Vietnam war. school bus¬ 
ing. Supreme Court nomina¬ 
tions and Communist China. 

ttTien MitcheU joined, the 
Niirao administration. Martha 
entered tfwr linwlight and be¬ 
came .patronized, satirized 
and sometimes gently ridi- 
ouled. A Gallup poll reported 
iii91970 Mrs. MitcheU Was re¬ 
cognized by 76 pea oent of the 
American pulUic.

OTTAWA (CP) — Inflation 
had become an evil of na* 
tkmai proportions n^ien antU 
inflation controls were in*' 
troduced last MH, Toc^to 
lawyer J. J. Robinette arpled 
before the Supreme Court ot 
Canada Monday. 

He was operdng the< federsA 
government’s case at the 
start of the high court hearing 
to decide whether the Anti* 
Inflation Act, which contains 
wage and price controls, is 
constitution^iy valid. 

K^>binetfek one of the coun¬ 
try’s top lawye«. said in- 
flahon is the saxne as a fall 
in the purchasing power of the 
Canadian dollar. 

'The Integrity of our cur¬ 
rency is <M>vk>usly a matter of 
serious national concem." 

Lawyers say the court test 
hinges on whether it can be 
provo) that Inflation posed 
eiMugh of a national emer¬ 
gency to warrant federal use 
of the sweeping anti-inflation 
measures. 

Alberta and the Canadian 
Labor Congress will argue 
later in the heari^ that no 
emergency existed and that 
the act is unconstitutional. 
They say it interferes with 
provincial powers granted 
under ttie British Hordi 
America Act, the country’s 
ccMtftitution. 

But Robinette said inaw- 


strsined Mlation was a 
monetary'problem that could 
not be solved by provincial 
legl^attoo or mere ocK^ra- 
tlon between the provincial 
and federal governments. 

He referred to a CLC eoo- 
noiiiic~ report that eaid no 
emergmcy existed because 
’'hyperinflation" did not exist. 


"Surely we don't have to 
wait wti) the holocaust is 
upon us," he said.

Service unions urged to unite 


WINNIPEX3 (CP) — The

the Public Service Alliance of 
Canada, said Monday at the 
opening of his union’s flveday 
national convention. 

Edwards said the 177,000- 
member PSA4^ will >3in the 
220.000'member Canadian 
XJnion of Public Employees 
and the new 107,000-mtmber 
National Union of Provincial 
Government Employees to 
X form a consultative body that 
' will coordinate activities of 


civil servants at the federal, 
provincial and municipal 
levtis. 

Kealey Cummings, Tiational 
secretary-treasurer of CUPE, 
said the three big public seiv 
vice unions shi^ eonmon 
problems "and those prob* 
iems are mounting day Yjiy 
day as governments look to 
workers as scapegoats for 
their own flnaneial mis¬ 
management." 

' "The cost of living con¬ 
tinues to rise, but the politi¬ 
cians — through federal and 
provincial wage centred 
boards ^ want to limit public 
emidoyees’ wages," he said. 

"We must continue to op~ 


]x>se the unfair system of 
WKge cemtrols with every 
ounce of energy we can 
muster." 

The 560 delegates and ob¬ 
servers to the PSAC coQveis- 
tion were scheduled to discuss 
today the vote at the recent 
Canadian Labmr Congress 
convention giving congress 
executives authority to call a 
general strike "if and when 
necessary’* in the labor move¬ 
ment’s fight for withdrawal of 
the federal anti-inflation pro¬ 
gram of selective wage and 
price controls. 

Edwards said in his c 4 )ening

"Labor may never match 
the ultimate power of the 
state nor have the ultimate 
power for deciston-maldng, 
but it must use tiie power it 
has in a co-ordinated manner 
and that will require the 
congress to centralize the 
power of its affiliates." 

Edwards said tiie manifesto 
"sets tho stage for an entirely 
new role for labor in develoi> 
ing economic and social poli¬ 
cies." ^ 

He said the labor movement 
must develop greater exper¬ 
tise at every level to impiove 
the labmr relations systnn,

The oommunications de¬ 
partment says the syrstemk 
usiiv three traricing satellites 
in^l^ polar oihits, woidd cost 
about $30 million over 10 
years—a fraction of the 
amount now spent on sesreh 
and rescue by armed forces 
aircraft 

In a statement issued Mm- 
day, the department said ex¬ 
perts at the Oommunications 
Research Centre here carried 
out successful crash-finding 
experiments by beaming si¬ 
mulated distress signals to an 
existing satellite. 

The system wrxild operate 
with conventional emergency 
locator transmitters now 
mandatory fm* aircraft in 
Canada and the United States.

^1<HE ATTEMPT of Supply Minister Jean-Pierre 
X . Goyer to shift the blame for the Lockheed Orion 
contract fiasco to an armed forces officer involved in 
the negotiations will earn him contempt rather than 
vindication. 

No one had ventured to«uggek that Mr. Goyer had 
stepped into a well-disguisM trap when the govern¬ 
ment accepted the Lodcheed |)ld for the long-range 
patrol aircraft Canada needed. And yet, as minister of 
supply, he most certainly bore a large part of the 
responsibility. 

Mr. Goyer told the House of Commons he held 
Brigadier General Dudley Allan at fault for failing to 
get in writing from the Lockheed Corporation as¬ 
surances that the company was capable of financing 
the billion doUhr deal. 

What possible difference would It have made 
had General Allan something more than the verbal un¬ 
dertaking he was apparently given? It still would not 
have enabled the corporation to find the 1300 million 
required to go into production. 

It was Mr. Goyer who, last December, authorized 
Lockheed engineers to proceed with planning and de¬ 
signing. thus putting his government under 
obligation whether a contract were ultimately signed 
or not. 


Mr Goyer explains that he never would have 
made such a commitment had he known financing ar¬ 
rangements were not firm. 

Why, then, did he not satisfy himself on this 
specific point? 

From the very beginning of the contacts between 
Canada and Lockheed misgivings had been expressed 
about the corporation's financial stability and, later, 
its dubious sales policy which allegedly involved gifts 
of millions of dollars to persons in a position to in¬ 
fluence contract decisions. 

And, in any event, Mr. Goyer should have been 
aware of the nature of the Lockheed undertaking since 
his department was represented on the negotiating 
committee. 

According to Brigadier General Allan a briefing on 
the situation was prepared for Mr. Goyer by bis deputy 
minister on Nov. 30. 

Extraordinarily, supply department officials deny 
this. They are saying, in effect, that the general is not 
telling the truth. 

The whole unsavory muddle needs thorough in¬ 
vestigation because somebody’s blunder has cost the 
taxpayers $16 million—some say it will be more—for 
Lockheed’s preparatory engineering. 

However be may squirm, Mr. Goyer is pinned to 
responsibility by his signature.

side London. In London, it is 
frequently a continental 
breakfast, not exactly a robust 
way to start the day but better 
than nothing by far. The hotel 
rate often includes the Value 
Added Tax and service. And 
although the stories are that 
people feel compelled to tip 
anyway, this seems not 
generally the case any more. 
Visitors are taking the posi¬ 
tion: the hell with it, it’s In¬ 
cluded and as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned. that’s it. 

Taxis are cheap, though 
more costly than before. Never 
once. In two, weeks in London 
with Its circuitous routes 
anywhere you want to go, did a 
taxi — those marvellously 
manoeuvrable Austins which 
now sometimes come In colors 
— coat more than a pound, in¬ 
cluding tip.

Economics Is about politics

bend. ’Diem Is no need to be 
dallied by jargon knd statistics 
for the economic crisis of the 
indnstriallxed West Is fun¬ 
damentally a political crisis, 
and It will be resolved one way 
or another by political means. 

The challenge of the 
monetarists to the orthodox 
Keynesian economists Is not an 
arid disputation between 
academics In Ivory towers. It is 
an argument about how to 
preserve a democratic, 
pluralist political system ia the 
modem world, and on Its out- 
roms depends the future of us 
>,Q. To n^tetand the terms of 
the argument, yon have to look 
not at statistics but at history. 


Humans have never been 
slaves to the iron laws of 
economics. Within the limits of 
resources and technology, the 
distribution of wealth has 
always been the result largely 
of political chnlcee, made by 
those who held political power. 
Before the tndnstrial revolu¬ 
tion, that whs almoet always 
relatively small groi^, who 
fouiKied their domination most 
often on military power. 

'hit scientiac, commercial 
and industrial revolutions of 
the Igth century changed ail 
that. Wealth not only increased 
enormously, but was widely 
distributed among many ipore 
independent decision makers. 
The predominant form of 
wealth, moreover, became not 
axed land but Huid money. 

A' complete lack of restric- 
ticas on how wealth and power 
were used led to the appalling 
exploitation of the early in¬ 
dustrial era. At the same time, 
the mobile nature of the new 
moofey hiealth, which could be 
inveslid or withheld at will, 
combined with the herd pey- 
chology of human beings to 
create the phenomenon/ of 
economic cycles. '

the Industrial revolution disap¬ 
peared. , 

Modern forms of mass 
democracy took shape without 
revolution, and It seemed ttut 
a wide measure of individual 
freedom, even in the economic 
sphere, could be reconciled 
with general prosperity. 
Though Individual liberty 
always implies a degree of 
economic inequality, deuces 
such as progrss s lve income tax 
and extensive social security 
systems were introduced to 
eliminated unacceptable and 
dangerous extremes of wealth 
and poverty. 

♦ * ♦ 

One persisteat flaw in this 
rosy picture was the continuing 
economic cycle of boom and 
bust, and It could yet turn out 
to be fatal. In the deep depres¬ 
sions produced by a 
decentralized free market 
system, millions would be 
thrown out of work for years at 
a time. 

. The willingness of desperate 
men to sacrifice chdl liberties 
for the promised security of a 
centralized system soon 
became obvious. In the first 
great depression to hit the 
Western world after the spread 
of mass democracy. In the 
1936s. several countries went 
uoder to totalltarlansim of 


various brands, and numbers of 
others came frighteningly 
close. 

Die solution that spread with 
great rapidity In the 
democricies after the Second 
World War was Keynesian 
economics. Basically, the 
Keynesian theory uses central 
government spending as a tool 
to moderate the extreme fluc¬ 
tuations of the economic cycle. 

At the start of a depression, 
government's job Is to Inject 
new money and confidence into 
the economy. Taxes will not 
cover this Increased govern¬ 
ment spending, especially at 
that point on the cycle, but by 
running large deficits they 
can literally create new 
money. The deficits can 
theoretically be paid back, and 
the next boom moderated, by 
cutting government spending 
when the cycle turns up again. 

Keynesianism worked like a 
charm tor a quarter-century. 
Depresstans benme so shallow 
and short that the less frighten¬ 
ing term "recession” was 
coined to describe them. 
Unemployment never' rose to 
politically dangerous levels, 
and sustained high levels of 
growth were achieved. 

Die universe Is a perverse 
and wicked place, so the deadly 


long-term Interaction of 
Keynesian economics with 
democratic politics didn’t show 
up until the West was 
thoroughly hooked. In the early 
’70s It began to be reallied that 
it was producing an ac- 
celantlng rise In the rate of in¬ 
flation which would Itself soon 
destroy Western economies, 
and probably democracy as 
well. 

★ W ★ 

The Inflation Is occurring 
because, political realities be-' 
ing srtiat tbey are. government 
spending never did get cut back 
In good years. Diere were no 
big surpluses In good years to 
cancel out the huge deficits of 
bod years, and vast amounts of 
make-believe money were be¬ 
ing pumped Into Western 
economies to fuel inflation. The 
government glveth, but it 
damned well better not take 
away again If it hopes to get re¬ 
elected. 

Massive inflation is just as 
good as depressions at creating 
intolerable levels of unemploy¬ 
ment There Is no example of a 
democratic government sur¬ 
viving 100 per cent Inflation, or 
a prolonged bout of 25 per cent 
unemployment. We were 
already on the steeply rising 
part of the Inflationary curve 
when the ghastly truth began to 
dawn on Western economists 
and politicians three or four 
years ago.

Congressional failures 


Whenever confidence in eter¬ 
nally expanding credit and 
markets began to falter, mass 
psychology took over and in¬ 
vestors stayed away tn droves, 
creating prolonged depres¬ 
sions. Folk memory in the 
West does hot extend back 
beyond the Great Depression 
of the 19300 now, but the 19th 
century was spudded with 
periodic lengthy depressions 
causing savage unemployment 
and bvdshlp. 

That was when the Marxists, 
appalled by the suffering of the 
industrial working classes, 
opted out of the spreading 
liberal democratic pattern. 
They deliberately chose to 
centralize all economic 
decision-making, so that it 
■would be free from the mass 
hysteria that periodically In¬ 
fects Individual owners of 
srealth, arxl so that the ex¬ 
tremes of wealth and poverty 
could be eradicated. Die price 
they willingly paid for such 
centrallxation (though tbey 
never admitted it) was in¬ 
dividual liberty. 

In the liberal democracies, a 
real share of political power 
wgs gradually extorted by 
those without capital, through 
unions, the threat of 
revolution, and/or a measure 
of democratic idealism in the 
eilsting bolden of power. As a 


That an anti-Washington 
feeling colors the primaries 
should surprise no one. It is 
easy to condemn the "faceless 
bureaucrats” lor the ills of the 
nation. But Congress and the 
stalemate between Congress 
and the president ate rarely 
the target, although they are 
responsible for one failure 
after another. 

By singular irony, congres¬ 
sional failure to Impose a 
system of primaries that would 
put limits on human endurance 
and the capacity of the public 
to follow a repetitious, 
marathon is one of the greatest 
of these lapses. While a law 
passed by Congress pooches on 
the right of states to determine 
who shall vote and when within 
their borders, a method was 
proposed to cut doVn the 
amount of time-^'a full year as 
It turns out—that Is devoted to 
picking a president. 

★ * ★ ' 

More than a year ago Mo 
Udall introduced a bill in the 
House that would set three 
regional primary dates on 
which states holding primary 
elections would be required to 
schedule voting tor candidates 
of the two parties. This bold 
campaigner who has gone 
through so many heartbreaking 
nsa,r-wlns summed up 
propbetically. In introducing 
his proposal, what, the 
marathon of 30 primaries 
would mean: 

"... It Is a costly endurance 
contest which has taken its toll 
of wqpthy contenders. Can- 
dldatee who wish to build early 
support and to demonstrate 
their appeal to the electorate 
must be prepared at a 
minimum for a five-month 
gauntlet of speeches, travel.

fund raising banquets and 
barbecues. Those who are not 
well known natlonailv must ex¬ 
tend that period by a year or 
more. 

"Lacking any kind of unifor¬ 
mity, the primaries are not a 
reasonable yardstick of a can¬ 
didate's support. The results 
are sometimes meaningless, 
sometimes Indecipherable. 
With stakes so high and mass 
media scrutiny so intense, can¬ 
didates ' carefully pick and 
choose the states they will 
enter, selecting only those 
where tbey expect to win or 
make t strong showing. This 
really negates the basic pur¬ 
pose of the primary system: to 
allow the p^y rank-and-flle to 
express a preference among all 
the prospective nominees . 

This is, of course, precisely 
what Is happening. Udall’s 
proposal would also have re¬ 
quired that voters registered in 
one party vote in that party 
rather than the cross-over 
system which wreaked havoc 
jn some states. 

■A ★ ★ 

As he had done in. three 
previous Conpesses, Udall 
was appealing for a dialogue on 
tbe wtwle process of choosing 
candidates. So far as the 
record shows, his words fell on 
deaf ears and that Insured a 
primary merry-go-round with 
any state able to play the game 
of political foulette. 

At about the same time Sen. 
Walter Mondale, D—Minn., 
who wisely withdrew from tbe 
presidential race almost before 
it began, proposed a similar 
measure to bring some order 
out of the proliferating 


primaries. Mondale. too. would 
have regional dates to shorten 
the process by a month. He 
said: 

"This plan will eliminate the 
disproportionate and unfair ad¬ 
vantage which New Hampshire 
and a few other states may 
hold because their primaries | 
occur either very early or very 
late in the process. However 
representative of the nation a 
state may be, no single state 
deserves to exercise such ex¬ 
traordinary and continuing in¬ 
fluence out of all proportion to 
its size. ’’ 

A A A 

But surely a month is not 
enough. For tbe preeldantlal 
selectiou process to go on for a 
year or more means that It is 
all but Impossible to take im¬ 
portant decisions bearing on 
America's role as a super¬ 
power. And that is particularly 
true since Ronald Reagan has 
chosen to make foreign and 
defence policy a major issue. 

It is astonisbing to Euro¬ 
peans that we should 'con¬ 
centrate so much of our time 
and Interest on sorting out a 
multiplicity of rivals for the 
highest office in the land. In 
Britain where there Is a vote of 
no confidefice In Parliament 
the election campaign begina 
and ends tn three weeks with a 
new government prepared to 
take office. 

An early priority of the new 
Congress taking office in 
January should be to bring 
some sense to the primary 
process. It Is doubtful this will 
happen even though the folly of 
the present system, or lack of a 
system, will have been amply 
demonstrated.

Seat belts 

I would apprecaite it very 
much If you could find tbe 
space for this reply tb one of 
your correspondents on tbe 
subject of seat belts. 

In response to Mr. John Ad- 
dicott's letter on the proposed 
mandatory seat belt law. I 
would like to clear-up a few 
misconceptions. 

'Firstly you claim that a vast 
army of bureaucrats will be re¬ 
quired to enforce this legisla¬ 
tion. I’m quite sure our present 
poiice forces will be more than 
adequate for the job as they 
have been in many other 
countries. This is one of the ad¬ 
vantages of this proposed law 
that Injuries will be prevented, 
lives saved, and costa of am¬ 
bulances, hospitals, doctors 
and police will be greatly 
reduc^ at no extra costs to the 
taxpayer. 

Secondly I work'for a non¬ 
profit society dedicated to the 
"prevention of accidents". Wo 
do not "ram anything down 
peoples throats". The provin¬ 
cial government will either 
enact this legislation or not as 
they see fit. However we will 
certainly applaud this move 
which will assist in reducing 
tbe carnage on our highways. 

Thirdly you claim you've 
spent a great deal of time 
around race tracks. Surely then 


you have noticed tbe very cf- 
.ficient seat belt systems worn 
by all the professional drivers 
to prevent their injury, death 
and even to help them control 
their vehicles so as to prevent 
accident. 

Fouthly, Mr. Addicott al¬ 
ludes to the incompetency of 
all those involved in so-called 
positions of authority. Like all 
generalizations this idea is far 
from accurate as indeed 1 have 
known a great number of 
dedicated judges, probation of¬ 
ficers. Uanadian Armed Forces 
personnel, coroners, 
policemen, Motor-Vebicle 
Branch. Highways Department 
and ICBC employees who not 
only do an excellent day-today 
job. but also devote a tremen¬ 
dous amount of their leisure 
time in teaching the impaired 
driving program, defensive 
driving course, bicycle safety, 
etc. to make our area a nicer 
and safer place in which, to 
live. 

I agree with you 100 per cent 
about the need for more defen¬ 
sive driving techniques being 
taught, but here again follow¬ 
ing your line of reasoning this 
training would be an infringe¬ 
ment of your civil liberties, 
(not to mention the cost of sucb 
courses) as a lot of people 
would object to being forced to 
lake a driving course. I would 
prefer that people as responsi¬ 
ble drivers would use tbeir 
belts without legislation just a^ 
I'm sure you and I would like 
everyone to stop at red lights, 
not drink and drive, etc. 
However. I doubt if either of us 
are naive enough to believe this 
will happen without some type 
of enforcement. 

Unfortunately responsibility 
cannot be legislated. A respon¬ 
sible driver will automatically 
wear stft belts to protect 
himself, his passengers and 
other users of the road. 

In closing, Mr. Addicott. as 
you probably know, our safety 
countil co-ordinates the defen¬ 
sive driving course. We are 
always looking for people In¬ 
terested in salety like yourself 
as possible candidate instruc¬ 
tors. We welcome you to con¬ 
tact us at your convenience 
regarding your possible as¬ 
sistance with our upcoming 
courses. I'm sure you would 
find It as rewarding an ex¬ 
perience as I havf.

Jury duty . 

The object oTthis letter is to 
point out the inadequacies of 
two of the federal agencies. 
They are the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission and Ibe 
Department of Justice. 

In order to be as brief as pos¬ 
sible, 1 have decided to relate 
the facts in chronological 
order. 

On March 31. I was laid off 
from temporary empli^ment 
at UVlc. I promptly applied for 
UIC benefits. My entitlement 
period was 16 weeks. I have, to 
date, received only one cheque 
for $20 for the week starting 
10.04.76. They deduct ac¬ 
cumulated holiday pay from 
the first cheque. Why is this? 
Along with this windfall was in¬ 
struction to report with a com¬ 
pleted job search form for the 
period of April 30 to May 7. 

April 5, I was summoned to 
serve as a juror by the sheriff 
and ordered to report to the 
temporary courthouse fpr pos¬ 
sible selection at 10 a.m. May 
3. This obviously interfered 
with the job search requested. 
April 30 I reported these facts 
to an Insurance officer and 


asked if this would jeaopardize 
my UIC benefita. Tbe answer 
was not avallaMs in Victoria 
and I was toM that I would be 
infonned as soon as the diatrict 
office in Vancouver-reached a 
decision. 

May 20. I received an un¬ 
dated disentitlement notice 
that states: "We find that you 
are not entitled to benefits 
from $ May to 7 May. 1070, as 
you failed to prove that you are 
available for work as you have 
been selected for jury duty and 
are not available foir 
employment.” 

In cold cash. Ibis means a 
revenue loss of $57 for that 
week — a loss that an un¬ 
employed person cannot af¬ 
ford. it also means the loss of 
one week of entitlement The 
claim keeps "running” in spite 
of tbe fact that no benefit was 
paid. Greatl- 

Most labor contracts in¬ 
cluding those of federal 
employees, provincial 
employees, some or perhaps 
all CURE locals, have a clause 
that provides for paid leave-of- 
absence if an employee Is 
selected lot" jury duty or is 
summoned to appear as a' 
witness. Other reputable 
employers feel that they have a 
moral responsibility to their 
people and pay their salary 
even If such a clause Is not in¬ 
cluded in their agreement. 

UIC, a government agency, 
is pot in a very bad light when 
indications show it's absolute 
lack of "moral responsibility " 
and complete disregard for tbe 
hardship that their Inflexible 
decisions impose upon the un; 
employed who have no choice 
but to report to court and per¬ 
form their dvic duty. 

A Colonist article in tbe May 
22 issue (front page) says that 
a Supreme Court judge earns 
$52,000 a year or approximately 
$200 for each working day. It is 
a well-known fact that defence 
attorneys are also well paid 
and there are not many 
prosecuting attorneys drawing 
UIC benefits. They set the 
rules and present theb" ease. 
Their job is done and tbey 
make a living at It The juror's 
job Is the enornwus respon¬ 
sibility of reaching a un¬ 
animous verdict with the 
future of an accused at stake. 
The juror is deprived of mak¬ 


ing Us or harlivkig and suffers 
a finandal Ion for an Inade¬ 
quate and paltry $10 a day. 

It is thne that the regulaticns 
governing these government 
agencies be reviewed and up¬ 
dated.

In the 
"aforesaid cultural works are 
regarded as violators of 
revolutionary law and will be 
tried In accordance with 
revolutionary law.” That 
means trial before people's 
courts. And when tbe people 
have been motivated, that 
means death. 

All of this is no cause lor sur¬ 
prise. Exactly the same sort of 
thing happed in Hanoi 21 
years ago. The difference is 
that those who remained hi the 
North in those days were 
neltber so literate nor so wide¬ 
ly exposed to International 
literature as tbe population of 
Saigon and other Southern 
cities are today. The book burn¬ 
ing will hurt. 

The one freedom that people 
value next to life and liberty is 
expression. All three are now 
at hazard in Vietnam for those 
who fail to conform.

TORONTO (O*) - The pri¬ 
vate insurance induitiy will 
have to change its stance tP* 
ward government intervention 
in providing pensions. Reuben 
Baetz. executive director cl 
the Canadian Council on So¬ 
cial Development, said Mon¬ 
day. 

Addressing (he annual 
meeting ot the Canadian Life 
Insurance Association. Baetz 
said an exatnlnatkm of pariia- 
mentary debatea over the last 
century showt *‘a monoto¬ 
nous, relentless resistance by 
your fleld to government iiv 
tarventlon in pensions." 

Text of hit speech was re¬ 
leased In advance. 

Baetz said tfiat despite all 
the pension and welfare pro¬ 
grams now available, private 
insurance schemes are still 
important to provide a de¬ 
sired level of scMmrity. 

The insurance industry 
would' be ill-advised to Join 
prophets of doom and gloom 
who suggest that increased 
pension and other social bene¬ 
fits will lead to a growing 
' load on those in 'the labor 
I force, he said. 


Whereas in 19T1 there were 
00 dependents (or every 100 
Canadians aged 20 to 66. es¬ 
timates for the year 2001 
range as low as 63. 

Ba»tz took issue with 
suggestions that improve¬ 
ments in public pension 
schemes are not needed be¬ 
cause of the large numbers of 
workers covered by privfte 
pension schemes. He s^d the 
proportion covered by private 
schemes is closer to 40 per 
cent than to the 00 per cent 
claimed by the insurance in¬ 
dustry. 

He also disputM the notion 
that the Canada and Quebec 
pension plans are redistrib¬ 
uting inccxne from the rich to 
the poor. He said the plant 
are neutral in that regard. 

Similarly, "mad-to- 
sociallsm" arguments fail to 
hold much water^ he said. 
CcHintries with strong econo¬ 
mies like Sw*eden and West 
Germany devote a consider¬ 
ably higher proportion of na¬ 
tional production to social se¬ 
curity that the often cited ex¬ 
ample of Britain.

PENTJCrON (OP) - TTw 
Rritiih Columbia Oiamber of 
Gommeroe has overhauled its 
mining policy and made 11 
reoammendattons to the pro- 
vktcial go v er nm ent. 

The chamber said after a 
weekend seminar here It 
wants taxes on mining based 
entirely or net profit before 
taxes, tt Mks that taxes on 
mining be not more onerous 
than these sppUed to the msn- 
ufsoturtng industry. 

The dismber wants ths dis¬ 
cretionary powe r s of the 
minss minlMer terminated, 
especially the authority to de¬ 
cide whether a mine should 
be allowed to commence or 
continue production. 

It also wants security of ten¬ 
ure established and the right 
to appeal to the court on 
ministerial deciskms. It asks 
the government. In coopera¬ 
tion with the mining industry, 
to help in the raising of capi¬ 
tal by junior companies for le¬ 
gitimate pnMpeoting and ex- 
^oration. 

The chamber wants the gov*- 
emment to L ac o g ris e the 
high-risk faotar in new mining 
operations and provide incen¬ 
tives through tax concessions. 

Ths 350 delegates agreed 
that the government should 
ease the financial and tech¬ 
nical requirements now im¬ 
posed on stakers and devek^ 
ers. and i m prove service in 
mining offices, especially 
those with claim maps which 
the diamher said <re *'inac- 
I curate and unreliable." 

A program to speed up 
I mapping of the province for 


geokigical end g«>-physical 
puiposes should be underUde- 
en. the chamber said. 

Hit c h amber said that in 
the past proe p e otoi s and min¬ 
ing somp^st gambled 
against long odds and the few 
who won were rewarded. 

"The present toeUnstion of 
government to penalise win¬ 
ners removes thp motivation 
for such effort," it said.

The jury also ruled that 
Adam Pieehnik, S2, of 3985 
Holland, Saandch, died May 19 
as a resudt of bead injuries 
suffered in an accident at the 
BCFP chip mill at 371 Gorge 
on May 18. 

The jury recoDimcnded--an 
investigation of the present 
safety devices, and instalU' 
lion of a braking device on 
the chipping machine. 

Further, the jury rev'om* 
mended that all foremen or 
acting foremen should be 
knowledgeable of the applica¬ 
ble accident prevention regu¬ 
lations as set down by the 
Workers Compensation Board. 

In his charge to the jury 
coroner Edmond Jorre de St. 
Jorre .Sirid Ihe inquest in¬ 
volved some of "the most con¬ 
fusing and difficult evidence I 
recall." 


The coroner sdso noted "the 
dramatic turn of events" 
when an engineering report 
jMepared by James Green¬ 
wood of Camosun College for 
the Internationa Woodwork¬ 
ers of Amerioa was chal¬ 
lenged by BCFP representa¬ 
tives. 

Operations manager .J. W. 
WaiT, an engineer himself, 
noted mfstakes in the Green- 
wtx)d report on the condition 
of the chipfling machine. 

Warr told the jury his con¬ 
clusion on the cau.se of death 
would l>e as much speculation 
as Greenwood’s. "At least I 
was cjose to it. and familiar 
with the machinery." said 
WaiT who half inspected the 
mrfrhine within half' an hour 
of the fata! accident. 

G/eenwood prepared his re¬ 
port after visiting the site 
May 29.

This timeTTf was a soggy 
but happy Rutherford that 
made it to Victory Lane. 

For Foyt. who finished third 
behind Unser and Rutherford 
last year, it was the ninth 
year in a row he had failed to 
become the first four-time 
Indy winner. 

"There were a lot ot ribs 
between Bobby, A. J. and my¬ 
self about the finish last 
year," Rutherford said. "All 
of us thought we could have 
won it. But Bobby was the 
winner, just as 1 am today.

Garden notes 


Our imBll rook garden put 
on an exoeptknaliy brilliant 
di^>lay of oolor thie eprlng. 
pn^bly because of tbe rtpetv 
ing etteot of laat sumLer'a 
prokxiged periods of sunshine. 
While we can't bocuit ot the 
exquisite rarities one see* In 
the gardens of the oonfirnied 
alpine buffs, our humble 
creeping phlox, thyme, elys- 
sum. arabis, saxifrage and 
aulxletia created a kaleido¬ 
scope of color which was a 
sh^ delight to the eye. 

★ ★ ★ 

As I have been preaching 
these meny years, the impor¬ 
tant time in the life of ANY 
permanent plant Is AFTER 
^ QoWers are finished, and 
unfortunately, this is also the 
time when a fellow tends to 
lose interest In the plants. 
Rock garden plants are no ex- 
ceptioti to this rule, and a few 
little treats given them after 
they finish blooming should go 
a long way t^lnduce another 


brilliant performance next 
year. 

1 have never found any 
tonic quite so effective for 
rock garden plants as a good 
top dressing. For most of my 
plants. I dump a bucketful of 
thoroughly dampened peat 
mots, a bucketful! of coane 
sand and two cups of or 
fertilizer on the con¬ 
crete fkxn* of my garage and 
nix them U^ther intimately 
with a old coal shovel. 

★ A- Ar 

Then, with a pailful of this 
gritty mixture in hand, I 
make the rounds of my 
plants, dumping a good big 
handful in centre of each 
chimp and working a bit more 
around and under the outer 
edges. The startling benefits 
that acczue from this simple 
treatment must be seen to be 
believed, and it Is well worth 
the job eVen at a time of the 
year when there are dozens of 
chores clamoring to be done. 


In addition to ttK in^dchlng 
effect of the mixture, which 
the time and effort spent oci 
conserves moisture aid 
coolness arounc. the roots, .a 
lot of shoots (iish out new 
roots from the base of their 
stems into this peat-sand 
dressing. This is aU to the 
good, of fMxirse. for the more 
roots you h^e. the greater 
the intake of food and drink, 
resulting in healthier and 
more vigorous plants. 

★ ★ ★ ^ 

^pine plants growing in an 
elevated spot in the rock gar- 
dm often suffer from ex¬ 
posure ct their roots wfien soU 
washes away to a lower level 
during heavy dowitoours of 
rain. This dressing tucks 
them up again in a blanket of 
congenial rooting material. 

The cushion saxifrages have 
an annoy^ habit of dying 
out in the centre of the plant 
soon after they get into their 
stride in foe spring. This, I 


think, Is probeMy due to the 
oompetitlOQ of the more vigor¬ 
ous roots around tbe outer 
edges of the clump. This, with 
crowding and congestion, re¬ 
sults In malnutiitlon and a 
shortage of moisture for the 
centre roots. 

With plants of this habit, 
the peatpsand mixture should 
be worlced well into the 
clumps so that each individu¬ 
al. shoot is earthed up rather 
like a potato plaiit, covering 
the tese of the stem right up 
to a'point Just helnw the ro 
sette of leaves. Here again, 
this congenial rooting medium 
stimulates the production of 
new root hairs. 

B^ore applying foe top 
d r efs 81 n g . hand-weed the 
whole rock garden first Then 
stir and loosen the soil around 
each plant with a hand forte or 
a n>ck garden tsowel^ and 
work the peat-sand mmure 
into position with the tips of 
the fingers.

that directed safe drivers to 
GO BACK ... . my answer is 
to get a Job ctose to home and 
ride a bike." 

Nelson Copp, cf Newport 
Beach, thinks the sign would 
make more sense with two 
more words: SAFE DRIVERS 
UVE TO PROCEED." But he 
points out that it would proba¬ 
bly be no more good than the 
wamii^ on a pack of cigar^ 
ettM. 

"Brings to mind a sign we 
saw repeated atong the road¬ 
sides in Texas sdme time 
ago," writes Dr. L. T. Holden. 
"Very simply, they advised: 
DRIVE FRIENTH-Y. Give one 
a comfortable feeling, that." 

Jerri Tuesdell also reports 
seeing the E^UVE FRIENW-Y 
si^ in Texas, and encloses a 
snapshot of herself standing 
beside one. "Ihis sign 
abounds along Texas high¬ 
ways and byways," she says. 
"A sUghtiy ungrammatical 
but gentle reminder to be 
kind to the other guy ... I 
love it. I think it wcxks.-X 
wish California would try it."

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Fitness test as easy 
as stepping on scale

Up. Step, step, down, step, 
step. up. step, step. 

The lyrics aren't much, but 
that beat is the basis of what 
George Alliston caJls “the 
greatest invention since the 
wheel.” 

It‘s the Canadian Home 
Fitness Test, a do-it-yourself 
test of heart and lung fitness. 

Alliston, physical education 
director at Victoria’s YM-YW¬ 
CA. says nothing can compare 
with the t^st for motivating; 
people to get fit and stay fit. 

The test is pat*t of Health 
and Welfare Canada’s Fit- 
Kit, a package deal which in¬ 
cludes a five-point prescrijv 
tion for activi^, simple exer¬ 
cise tips, a progress chart, 
walk-run distance calculator, 
decals, and Dr. Per-Olof As- 
trand's health booklet trans¬ 
lated from the Swedish. 

The test-Haelf consists of a 
long-playing record and in- 
structi<ms inside the record 
jacket. The only equipment 
needed Js a recoil player and 
a convenient staircase. 

By stepping up and derwn 
two steps in time with 
music, and then taking a 10 
second pulse rate, the tester 
can check his own fitness 
level. 

According to the kit. 20 per 
cent of Chadians have an 
•'undesirable” fitness level, 60 
per cent have a “minimum” 
fitness level, and 20 per cent 
have the “recommended” 
fitness level. 

The test is designed to 
make a fitness check as easy 
as using a bathroom scale. 

The extent of Canadian un¬ 
fitness is reflected In the kit's 
prescription for physid^l ac¬ 
tivity. The first instruction in 
the prescription is “Move: 
every day as often as possi¬ 
ble." 

Jn other words, the kit con¬ 
centrates on the basics, and 
its users aren’t expected to 
develop into super-athletes. 

The test started in 1972 as a 
recommendation, from the 
National Conference on 
Fitness and Health, that Rec¬ 
reation Canada develop 
' “safe, simple, self-adminis- 
tei'ed fitness test.” to mo¬ 
tivate Canadians to get fit. 
'nije result was the step test 
and the 12-band record — 
each band of music sotting 
the exercise pace for a partic¬ 
ular age and sex group. 

The te^t itself takes only a 
few minutes, but it 
be used, as a long-ter 
program, Allistoh said. 

The test has been reviewed 
by the Canadian Medical As¬ 
sociation as a check on its 
safety. Instructions contain 


seven questions, called the 
Physical Activity Readinesa 
Questionnaire, . designed to 
weed out “high-risk sub¬ 
jects,” or those people who. 
should not exercise without 
their doctors’ advice.
